The organ 
aouaded a gnad proccaaional and tbe 
ceremoniea begin. Those who took part 
walked from the convent on Sixth street 
to tbe church near by. After tbe croas- 
t)earer and acolytes came three little 
girls clad in white. Two of them were 
Father McHugh's sisters. The third 
carried a wreath typifying a bride— the 
Church whoee spouse Father McHngh 
bad become. Then followed the Rev. 
Brothers Jamea and Jallaa, of the Xavc> 
xian Order, from whom the youac pricet 
Jiad received his early traininx. Behind 
iprt Vatbar IfcHngh and bis r.nsistanta 
M'QMboly aacrifice. The Rev. Brother 
Itartla, Father McRugh 'a first teacher, 
eccapiad a aeat in the middle aisle. The 
Rev. Father RaSo, tbe Rev. Father Mc- 
Fcely, O.P., and several others occupied 
seats in the aanctnary. Tbe three little 
girls were given aeaU at a prledicn. 
After a short prayer the mass b^n with 
Rev. Father McHacbu celebrant; 
'^e Rev. Father Flood aa aaaiataat i>riest ; 
the Rev. Father Lewler as deacon, and 
tbe Rev Father Dunn aa sub-deacon. 
The splendid choir sang tbe Gregorian 
music aa ordered by His Holiness Pius 
X. At the altar tbe Very Rev. Father 
Volz, prior of the Dominican Order, 
preached tbe sermon — one eminently be- 
fitting tbe occaaion. He spoke at firat 
on the dignity of tbe prieathood, iU aims 
and objects. Then be told of the rela- 
tion that ahonid exiat between the prieat 
and the people, and of tba honor it waa 
to parente to have a aoa ordained. He 
aaked tbe congregation to pray for this 
young priest that bis life might be long 
and nseful and holy. In conclusion, 
Father Vol* addressed a few words of 
congratulation and admonition to the

at Portland, Ore., was proj>?cted, the in- 
tention was to signalize by an exibition 
tbe growth of Orgcoa in wealth and re- 
sources aince tbe two ezplorera aent on 
the recommendrtioa of Tboaiaa Jefferson 
reached the coaat Tbe changed con- 
ditioaa which have followed the Spaniah- 
American war aad have marked tbe 
Rusao-Japaaaae ^war hawe practically 
transformed the Pacific coast Stntcs, 
making in a period of ten years a change 
almost as cweepiug as occurreil in the 
me region after the discovery of gold 
halt a century ago. 

Ten years ago tbe population of San 
Francisco was 350.000; it ia now 4Aa,000. 
Ten years ago tbepopnlatioaof Portlaad, 
where the exhibitioa ia to be held, waa 
80,000; it ia aow 140.000. Tea yeara ago 
the population of Seattle waa Si.om ; it 
ia aow 150,000. Ten years ago tbe pop 
nlatioo of Los Angeles waa 80 000 ; it is 
aow 116,000. Ten years ago tbe popu 
latlon of Tacoma was 35,000 ; it is now 
70,000. Ten years ago the population of 
Spokane was lo.OW ; it is now 40,000 

These changes in ten years mark tbe 
growth of some of the largest cities of 
tbe Pacific coast, but in smaller towns 
along tbe coast the gain haa been pro- 
portionately juat as large; in aona caaea 
Uiger. followiag tbe devalopmeat of aa 
ealaigod Aanricaa market Iq tbe Orieat. 
Tba Lewia aad Clark Bxpodtion is tbe 
first to be held west of tbe Rocky Moun 
tains, and tbe Oregon country, tbe dis- 
covery of which the exposition is 
tended to commemorate, includes the 
present States of Oregon, Washington 
snd Idaho. The growth of the Paafic 
coaat cities in population eaceeda the 
growth of tbe cities of any other aeetloa 
of tbe country duiag tba aams period, 
and the ezpositloe ia aapaetad to boom 
them stiU farther.

One printer, who attended the 
picnic, aaid to a repreaentative of the 
Keatacky Irish AoMrican: "I dreamed 
I wcat to baavaa last night, aad wbea I 
got there I bad to stand in the ante- 
room. The Recording Angel bad called 
a 'Chapel meeting,' and stopued every- 
thing. St. Peter, the 'J-ather of the 
Chapel,' wanted to know what the 
trouble waa. Tbe Recording Angel an- 
nounced: 'There is going to be some- 
thing doing in Louisville ton^row, and 
I want some help. Men, women aad 
children dowa there are goiag to do 
aometbiag extraocdiaary, aad tf I've got 
to racocd all thoee good deeds in the 
Book of Life, I'U ba gbd if you, Father 
of the Chapel, will kindly call upon a 
few angels to fold their wings, lay aside 
their harps, and take up their sticks to 
help me out on this momentous occa- 
sion.' 

"St. Peter promised him all tbe help 
be needed, and I woke up. I gueea I 
was aent back for some good raaaoa, bat 
I feel satisfied that what wai 
beea carefully recorded."

The flag of the United SUtea waa 
adopted by oar aatioaal Coagreaa June 
14, 1777, juat 128 years sgo. It ia the 

emblem of freedom, and wherever aeen 
brings joy to the American heart and 
good will to the people of every land. 
In honoring and revering onr own flag 
we prepare ourselves for that larger pO' 
triotiam which eateema and ragaida tba 
flags of all natioaa aa well aa onr own. 
"There are many flags, in many laada. 
And there are flaga of every bur; 
Bnt thare'a no flag, bowaver grand. 

Like oar owa Red, WUte and Blue." 
The wdl kaown tri -color of Prance 
datee from tbe revolution of 1789. 

The oldest flag in existence is that of 
Denmark, which dates from 1L'U». 

The German flag was first unfurled in 
1867, and floats over aa aaiplia of 6S,- 
000,000 people. 

Tbe simple striping of the red aad 
jdlow ia the flag of Spaia waa aaggaated 
hythaamaof Afscar. 

The brillUnt flag of Austria-Hungary 
waa adopted March «, 1869, and floats 
over 24,000,000 people. 

The crescent moon and stars were 
adopted by the Turks as their device on 
tbe capture ot Constantinople by Mo- 
hamet II. in 14.53. 

It has taken a tbouaand years to build 
up the great British Empire of 380,000,- 
000 people, of which the familiar flag of 
Great Britain ia theaymboL 

Peter the Great, it ^ aaid, bornmed 
tbe idea cf the RaadSa fleg from the 
Dutch, amoeg whom he learned sbip- 
bnildiag. He dmply taraed the Dutch 
tri-color red, while aad blaa updde 
down. 

The white cross on the red field of tbe 
Swiss flag has a religioua meaning. It 
was ailopietl as an apoeal to heaven in 
133tf, when tbe stout Swias fought and 
won one of their greatest hattlee. 

The flag of Norway nad Swedea will 
probably aooa be changed. It ia a ndaed 
flag, ccmpoaed of th^yellow erase of 
Swedea, the Mae aad mblucruaeof Nor- 
way, aad tbe red aad ftae ieldaof both 
oonattiaa.

Actiaf , of course, in accordance 
with the Ceatle, C D. J. |aphaoa baa, on 
tbe atetemeat of Maw aaooyiooaa anthor 
of aa alBdavit, praeWiaed e tteeting 
which it waa anaoaaoed weald be ad- 
dressed by two members of Parliament.
